DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-23 have been canceled. Therefore, claims 24-31 are currently pending 
in this application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 24-31 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over WO 
2003/074491 in view of Patani et al and Eicken et al. Applicants Declaration under 37 
C.F.R. 1 .1 32 filed 1 3 July 2008 is sufficient to overcome the 1 03 (a) rejection. 

Claims 29-31 were rejected 112, second paragraph for the use of the term 
"controlling". Applicants amended the claims to "eliminating or reducing". This 
amendment is sufficient to overcome the 1 12 second paragraph rejection. 

Claims 29-31 were rejected 112, first paragraph. Applicants amendment filed on 
13 July 2008 is sufficient to overcome the 1 12 first paragraph rejection. Therefore, 
claims 24-31 are allowable.
